THE ATTRIBUTE most frequent- 
ly used to adorn President Sadat's 
name since the Yom Kippur War 
has been “the decision-maker.” 
The preference given to it, rather 
than epithets such as “victor” or 
‘“‘Iiberator,'’' reflects the 
frustrations of the preceding 
period of ‘'no war/no peace,” 
when Sadat's image was that of a 
vacillating, ineffectual, painfully 
indecisive leader. A capacity for 
making a clear-cut decision had 
seemed, in many ways, more im- 
portant and more in keeping with 
the national mood than the quality 
of the decision. 

It cannot be truthfully said that 
Sadat’s course over the past 
twelve months has been straight 
and clear. There has been a great 
deal of zlg-zagging: between the 
U.S. and the U.S.8.R.; between a 
mainly Egyptian-orlented policy 
and one chiefly concerned with 
Hgypt's role in the Arab world 
(which in turn led to some waver- 
ing between all-out support for the 
PLO and the maintenance of a 
residual role for King Hussein); 
and between policies likely to 
promote some kind of settlement 
with Israel and intransigent 
postures likely to impede one. 

But, untll after the Arab sum- 
mit conference in Rabat in Og- 
tober, these manceuvrings made 
sense in terms of Egyptian foreign 
policy aims. They were 
calculated, at one and the same 
time, to sustain the momentum 
generated by the war; to enahle 
Egypt to make the maximum 
gains vis-a-vis Israel at a 
minimum price; to live down the 
damage caused to Egypt's image 
in the Arab world during the se- 
cond phase of the war and its im- 
mediate aftermath and re-assert 
Hgypt's leading inter-Arab role 
(the latter was the overriding con- 
cern from the time of the dis- 
engagement agreement until the 
Rabat conference); to enjoy both 
U.S. diplomatic support and 
Soviet arms supplies; and to ob- 
tain both Arab of] money and 
Western financial aid. 

Tf all these alms were to be 
achieved at one time, some 
Changes of tack appeared 
legitimate and seem to have been 
taken by the Egyptian political 
Public as proof of diplomatic 
acumen rather than as signs of In- 
decisiveness, 

Recently, however, the Egyp- 
tans have been speaking with so 
Many voices, and have been say- 
ing so many contradictory things, 
that one’ must conclude that, some 
time between Rabat and the New 
Year's Day riots in Cairo, the 
Egyptian decision-making 
Process entered a new phase.

There would henceforth 
be greater freedom within ASU, 
and the organization Itself would 
provide the platform for the ex- 
pression of divergent Ideas, 
provided they ‘adhered to the 
tenets of the 1952 (Naaserist) 
revolution.”

But the SS did 
not have time'to carry out their in- 
tention, and the inmates were 
liberated nine days later when, on 
January 27, Soviet troops entered 
the half-destroyed Auschwitz 
complex. 

During the final evacuation of 
Birkenau, 8S men with dogs went 
through all the camps, compelling 
the prisoners to line up on parade. 
Some, trying to hide, were sniff- 
ed out by the dogsand shot down. 
By aix o'clock, the last of the 


prisoners were on their way. 

_ There were about 6,000 of us 
on thig final march. For three 
days, inadequately clothed, 
hungry and emaciated, with the 
temperature around -22 degrees 
centigrade, we were driven 
forward by the 88 guards lining 
the roundabout route to the smali 
Polish town of Wodzislaw. The 
Pace set was a fast one, and those 
who could not keep up were shot. 
‘The ditches on either side of the 
road were strewn with corpses. 
When the stronger prisoners 
offered to carry their weaker 
Comrades, the 8S refused to Jet 
them do so, but forced them to 
carry. their — the guards’ — 
baggage.

Those who could 
muster the strength tried to ex- 
cape, but tho SS still maintaineda 
sharp lookout and most of those 
who jumped from the trucks were 
shot — as were those well- 
disposed people at wayside 
stationa who tried to give us food, 
unless they were lucky cnough to 
get off with a mere beating. 

The last convoy from 
Auschwitz arrived at the Ostrava- 
Privoz statlon in the middle of the 
night of January 23. Ostrova was 
not far from my home, and when 
the train was shunted into the 
Privoz siding, I and my 12-year- 
old son decided to escape. We 
jumped out of the truck and ran 
off through the dark street of a 
miners’ district. We found shelter 
with various good, friendly people 
who hid us until our liberation In 
Gottwaldov on May 2, 1948, It wag 
during these months of hiding that 
T started to write my memoirs of 
the final period of my five years of 
imprisonment in different concen- 
tration camps, which were even- 
tually published under the title, 
“The Death Factory — Document 
on Auschwitz." ᾿ 


THE DOOMED prisoners in 
Auschwitz and Birkenau waited 
hopelessly for some response by 
the Allies to the pleas for help they 
tried to get out of the camp 
through the underground. Even- 
tually they decided to organize es- 
capes of prisoners who might give 
the outside world first-hand Infor- 
mation about the mass murders 


that were being perpetrated. Of 


about 200 such attempts, nearly 80 
succeeded; but only two Jewish 
prisoners’ reports ever reached 
the Allied leaders. 

After the war I set myself the 
task of tracing what had come of 
these reports. 

The first was made hy two 
Slovak Jews, Walter Rosenberg 
and Alfred Wetzler, who escaped 
on April 7, 1944 ond two weeks 
later, with the holp of officials of 
the Bratislava Central Jewish 
Community drew up the so-called 
“Auschwitz Protocols." The facts 
they revealed were confirmed by 
the report of two more prisoners, 
Arnost Rosin and Czeslaw Mor- 
dowicz, who cacaped on May 27, 
and who gave details about the 
arrival and extermination of 
Hungarlan Jews, 

My researches established that 
both Washington and the Vatican 
certainly knew the contents of the 
Protocols by mid-June, 1044, But 
nothing came of the promise of the 
Papal Legate in Bratislava to 
Rosenberg and Mordowicz, made 
on the authority of the Curia in 
Rome, that everything possible 
would be done to stop the mass 
murders at Auschwitz; and-it was 
not until November that proposals 
for the bombing of the camp by 
the Allies were considered in 
Washington — and turned down. 

‘True, the Allies did carry out 
three raids on parts of the 
Aus¢hwitz-Birkenau complex dur- 
ing 1944 — in April, July and 
December, and the State Depart- 
ment did put up a plan to Moscow 
for a special military operation to 
liberate the death camp. The 
latter was rejected as ἃ alde-lasue 


‘which could only weaken the 


overall strength of the Allies, The 
only solution, said Andrei 
Vishinsky ὁπ behalf of the Soviet 
Foreign Ministry, was to use all 
the means available to win the: 
war as quickly as possible.

to those nearby." 

The tree doctor, who detects the 
worms by the pockmarks they 
leave on the trunk, widena the hole 
and tries to remove the worma 
and eggs with his long probe. If 
he’s unsuccessful, he injects 
poison with a plastic syringe and 
burns the worms in kerosene, 
Finally, the hole is sealed with 


‘pink plasticine, to which tar is 


added as a finishing touch, so that 
children are less likely to pull it 
out and the exterior resembles 


black bark. There can be dozens _ 


of holes in each Infested tree, and 
treatment requires patience and a 
sure hand. 

Mr. Silman’s therapy costs the 
municipality very little. After 
pricing his equipment at garden- . 
supply shops, he decided it made 
more sense to get used syringes 
from Kupat Holim and metal 
probes fram old bus wheels. Only 
the plasticine, tar and. insecticide 
are billed.to the city. 

When the battle of the worms is 
won, he turns hfs attention to tree 
lice (which he sprays), fungus 
(which he poisons), trunks 


‘stripped of bark (to which he 


applies an ointment that keeps in 
the: moisture) or treea burnt by 
the sun (which he treats with. 
lime). 

“But the best medicine, ‘just 
like for peopl: ia ret he 


told moe. “Don't water trees and 
bushes too much or too little, and 
be sure that they're pruned in the 
right season and the right amount, 
Young saplings should be 
protected for three years by motal 
guards and loft on their own when 
they're strong enough." 

Despite their long hours of hard 
work, both Darwish and Silman 
are obliging when neighbours, 
carrying sickly potted plants, 
appear at thelr doorsteps for ad- 
vice. 

“ “T got a lot of pleasure from 
getting things green and 
thriving," explained the chief gar- 
dener.

Auspicious debut 


WHAT I8 ONE to expect of a play 
by Reb Aharon Wolfsohn, the 18th- 
century Hebrew scholar, a maskil 
follower of Moses Mendelsohn? 
All set for an evening of well- 
meant tedium designed to fill a 
gap in my knowledge of Hebrew 
drama, I was rewarded instead 
with an hour and a half of the kind 
of fun I haven‘t had in years. I 
laughed all the way through, 
together with the rest of the 
audience which overcrowded the 
Habimah basement on opening 
night, word having evidently gone 
out that something good was 
happening at Habimartef. 

With all due respect to Reb 
Aharon, an intrepid fighter for 
enlightenment and against the 
rabbinical establishment in the 
Germany of his day — and well 
could we use him here and now — 
the hero of the evening is Omri 
Nitzan, the 24-year-old director 
whose first work for a major stage 
this is. It is a most auspicious 
debut, and I was gratified to learn 
that he had been engaged to be 
Habimartef's house director for 
this season. 

The fun begins the moment the 
Author appears on the stage to 
deliver the Introduction, a figure 
in formal] black out of the flea 
market, emitting clouds of dust, 
as befits someone who has been 
dead for 150 years or so. It con- 
tinues through all the in- 
volvements of the melodramatic 
plot and right to the end, when the 
villain gets his comeuppance and 
the pure young lovers are re- 
united and celebrate their union 
with a pas de dewr performed on 
awinging rings. 


THE PLOT Is in the finest tradl- 
tlon of melodrama, designed to 


wring tears out of the urban 
theatregoer, to excite and delight 
the hearts of the yokels. Thus we 
have this fine Jewish family con- 
sisting of Reb Hanoch, a wealthy 
and God-fearing merchant; his 
still pretty and loving wife 
Teltzen; and their beautiful, pure- 
hearted daughter Jettchen. Reb 
Hanoch !s worrled by the com- 
peting influence on the latter of 
his brother-in-law, Marcus, a 
Hebrew teacher with secularist 
ideas. He therefore decides to 
marry the girl off to Reb Josefche, 
ἃ man learned in the Talmud and 
full of good deeds but poor and 
much older than Jettchen. Both 
mother and daughter oppose the 
marriage, but Reb Hanoch, who 
knows best what is good for his 
child, has already set the date. 


The desperate girl throws herself 


on the mercy of the Marquis von 


Schnapps, a gentile who has long - 


been courting her with secretly- 
dellvered messages. The 
nobleman quite ignobly sclls the 
girl to Madame Lemkin, who runs 
a house of ill repute. 

And who should be the most 
frequent guest In Madame 
Lemkin’s establishment but the 
saintly scholar, Reb Josefche. He 
has run up a big debt there, and 
Madame refuses further services 
unless he pays up. Reb Josefche 
promises to do so as soon as he 
marries the daughter of the rich 
man, the girl who unbeknown to 
him, is being kept prisoner fn the 
next room. 

One shudders to think what 
might have become of Jettchen 
but for Marcus. Somehow getting 
wind of what Is happening, he 
comes to the bordello under the 
guise of a wealthy customer, finds 
his beloved as well as the villain

there and goes to fetch Reb 
Hanoch and Teltzen to free the 
maiden and catch the old 
whoremaster in flagranie delicto. 


REB AHARON WOLFSOHN un- 
doubtedly wrote his play in all! 
seriousness in order to unmask 
the hypocrisy of the Orthodox and 
strike a blow for progress, but 
director Omr! Nitzan had ideas of 
his own. His actors make their en- 


fAgor) 


trances sliding down poles like 
firemen rushing into action; they 
jump off trampolines, swing on 
trapezes and rings, tap-dance 
thelr exita, and altogether behave 
in a manner which would un- 
doubtedly make Reb Aharon turn 
in his grave. 

They are marvellously dressed. 
Teltzen, as befitting a rich lady, 
wears a crinoline arid a magnifi- 
cent midnight-blue wig, all shiny 


with tinsel; her hushand is clad in 
something resembHng a silk 
barrel and sports an artificial 
nose; the lovers are dressed in 
pastel tights; the arch villain is 
dressed all in red, including 
beard. The pseudo-hbiblical, 
flowery Hebrew of the period 
sounds qualnt, especially in the 
mouth of Marcus, the Intellectual 
of the hunch, who enhances it with 
a high-sounding accent. 

The show is filled with the most 
delightful visual and aural gags 
and touches of parody. Im- 
prisoned in her golden cage, the 
heroine laments her fate to a tune 
from an operetta by Goldfaden, 
the 19th-century Yiddish schmaltz 
writer; there [8 a duet between the 
young levers which will remind 
the audience — those old enough 
to remember — of the exchanges 
between Jeanette Macdonald and 
Nelson Eddy, the guileless screen 
lovers of a gencration ago. 

The director had at his disposal 
4 team of artists giving of thelr 
beat. I have already menttoned 
the inventive, amusing costumes; 
they are the work of Mitan Levi, as 
are the various propa which make 
up the sect. Rahamim Ron of the 
Batsheva Company showed the 
actors how to pretend that they 
know ballet steps, and Larissa 
Rechter taught them to perform 
on the horizontal: bar and the 
swinging rings. 

The public owes special thanks 
to Pold! Schaetzman, who has out- 
done himaclf with his witty, whim- 
sical ingenious music. Using tapes 
plus a live pianist and a lively 
drummer, he ijlustrates the show 
with amusing tunes and sounds 
and musical gags. 

Aa ig generally the case with an 
original, inventive show, the cast 
enjoys itself and delivers ex- 
cellent performances. Wzra

Still, it did not 
make me see this quarrelling 
family as typical of Israel and I 
was quite happy to be so comfor- 
tably housed and had no desire to 
return to former abodes. 

The one valid reason why im- 
migrants despair is the price of 
housing, but in those pre-first, se- 
cond and third devaluation days, a 
flat was still more or less within 
the means of a newcomer; 80 
when I became an Israeli 
housewlfe, life was easier for mo 
than for many who came at a later 

-date. 

Admittedly, the flat was of 
minuscule size, but the view over 
Haifa and the Mediterranean 
went on for ever. When 1 could 
stand the sink no longer, all I had 
to do“was to step out on the 
balcony, At the sight of that vast 
sea, forever changing its mood 
and colour, any frustration ovor a
